One of these wonld nndoubtedly have 
stmck a vessel. This the board con- 
siders a favorable showing under the 
circumstances. The Iward considers that 
the fittings and application for loading 
and firing the guns as fitted are ^nrry 
crude aaA oapMto of great tmprove- 
ment. 

"The hoKTii wonld recommend that 
the guns Hbonld b«> cHrefully ranged in 
some suitable locality where the hall of 
the projecfUes c^n lie accurately deter- 
mined from shore stations, that some 
fdmpk- and stiitable sight should be 
fitted, and such changes made in the 
mechanism for the loading and firing the 
^\ns niiiy be found advisable, and 
that the vessel be then subjected to siich 
further tests as well as tj) fully deter- 
mme her efKciency as a torp«><lo throw- 
er." In view of thf statements by the 
lK)ard that the range of the guns were 
not accurately determined and that suf- 
ficient data was not secured to ascertain 
the defen.sive value of the cnxiser, Secre- 
tary Thk y hii,s ordered the board to re- 
convene and conduct trial to 
settle these questions.

TORTURED BY ZULUS 



Experience of Two Americans 
In Africa. 

ONE OF ,THEM MEETS DEATH.

Smith 
Africa, giving an accouTit "{ the ciiiiture 
andtortnreby Zulus of .le.V. Allen, of 
Decatur, 111., and W. A. Kcnnan, whose 
home is supposed to lie in St. .losejih. 
Mo. The letter is dated M.arcli Ki. .md 
is siL",necl "Frank Short." It w;i,s en- 
closed in an eiivelope troui the United 
States coiiHidate at Cajx' Town. 

■•The British ship Xeptune, Capt. 
Saiindi rs. master, of Ijondon, was re- 
cently driven axliore off the coast of 
Natal, adjacent to the free states, and 
all but five of the crew of fifty-r-ight 
perished. The escajie of the five 
persons was in itself a miracle. They 
were the chief mate, nameil Adams, a 
(ireek; A. B. Leaman, an Erwlishman, 
and W. A. Kemian and Jeff. Allen, two 
yotmg .Americans. Allen was acting in 
the capacity of purser, and had shipped 
from Calcutta. India, while Kennan had 
Bhippe<l from Hangcxin, Bunnah. 

"When the ship was wrecked the crew 
took to the boats, which were caiwized. 
Four of those name<l managed to swim 
ashore, while Kennan s(!cured a life 
buoy, and floated to the shore, with a 
pet monkev in his anns, but the monkey 
perished before reaching land. The 
party stomjed nine days at the scene of 
the wreck and interre<l all the bodies 
that floated ashore. During this time 
suffered greatly, as they had U) sleep in 
the open air and snbsisi on mussels and 
wild fruits. The five men sUirUnl on foot 
to Natal, 170 miles distant. 

"On the way they were captured by a 
band of Znlus, who sfripjHHl off their 
clothing and proceeded to torture them by 
tying them to a tree and beating them 
with the shambock — a jagge^l club made 
of rhinoceros hide. While the fjend." 
were in the midst of this barbarous 
pastime they were surprised by a iwirty 
of Boer hunters, armed with w ith mus- 
kets, who charged upon them and ptit 
them to flight. But three of the surviv- 
ors of the shipwTeck were already dead, 
the Zulus having; butchered them with 
assegais (spears)^ These three were Jeff. 
Allen, the (ire^'k and Leamen. Ken- 
nan and A<lams were the only ones who 
survived the torture. 

"It is heart-sickening to hear Adams 
relate the way the poor men plead- 
ed for mercy. It seems he be- 
came oaoonscious after the first 
two strokes with the shamlxx-k. 
Kennan, he says, received three strokes, 
and, from what Adams could under- 
stand, the chief wanted to spare his life 
and take him captive to his kraal, while 
the others he ordered killed.

Framing and Trimming Tomatoes. 

At the Kentucky Experiment Station 
atrial was made with a dozen plants each 
of a few well known varieties of tomatoes, 
to teat the effect of diflbrent modes of 
trimming and framing. The trimming 
consisted simply in oattinf off five or six 
of the lower branchei at blooming time. 
It was found tliuf the vines that were 
trimmed aud framed produced the laig> 
est and eonndeet fmit. 

Vines that were triinmod and h^ft lying 
on the ground produce«i line fruit in size 
but unsound. Vines that were not trim- 
med and left lying on the ground pro- 
duced an al)undante of fruit of small 
size, an<l unsound vines. Vines that were 
framed and not trimmed produced an 
abundance of sound fruit l)i)t snmll.
